On August 22, 31 and September 1, 1950 DAVID GREENGLASS was inter= 
viewed at the Tombs Prison, New York City, by the writer.

At the request of SA WILLIAM ὅδ. NORTON, Jr., DAVID GREENGLASS was 
shown a gold Driva Geneve lady's wrist watch with a gold wrist band, alleged 
to be the property of ETHEL ROSENBERG. DAVID GRREENGLASS stated that he did 
not recognize this watch at all, and had no recollection of ever having seen 
it in the possession of ETHEL ROSENBERGe DAVID GREENGLASS advised at first - 
that he had no recollection of JULIUS ROSENBERG telling him that ETHEL had 

received a wrist watch as a gift from the Russians or anyone else. However, 
on second thought, DAVID GREENGLASS recalled that while he was working δὲ τ 
Pitt Machine Products Company JULIUS ROSENBERG mentioned to him that ETHEL : 
had gotten a watch as a gift, but JULIUS ROSENBERG did not say specifioally 

what the source of the gift was, except to indicate vaguely that it came 

from some friendse DAVID GREENGLASS was of the opinion that this meant it 
cane from the Russians. GREENGLASS admitted he had no proof to substantiate j 
that opinion. DAVID GREENGLASS repeated that he did not recall seeing the 

watoh in question in possession of ETHEL ROSENBERG, nor did he have any Ὁ 
rgcolleotion of having asked ETHEL about the gift.

CHARLES P. SILVERTHORN dated Augyst 24, 1950 in the cases entitled "STANLEY 
ROBERT RI H; ESPIONAGE ~ R" and "WILLIAM DANZIGER; ESPIONAGE - R", photo~ 
graphs of |STANLEY ROBERT RICH and\WILLIAM DANZIGER were displayed to DAVID 
GREENGLASS. DAVID GREENGLASS did hot recognize the photograph of either 
individualland stated also that he did not recognize their names. 


In accordance with the request contained in the memorandum of SA 
JAMES P. LEE dated August 10, 1950, in the captioned matter, DAVID GREENGLASS 
was interviewed to ascertain whether or not he was identical with one DAVID 
GREENE, who was a member of the Comnumist Party, Branch Pe4 of the East Side 
in 1945. DAVID GREENGLASS categorically denied ever joining the Commnist 
Farty under any name whatsoever. 


In accordance with the lead contained in Washington Field teletype

ESPIONAGE « R", DAVID GREENGLASS was interviewed concerning LEO SHUPERT, 
DAVID GREENGLASS advised that he did not know this individyal. 

: DAVID GREENGLASS was also interviewed as to the identity of 
EVELYNE MARSHR, whose name appeared scratched on the face of a typewriter 
found in JULIUS ROSENBERG'S apartment. DAVID GREENGLASS stated that he never 
saw the name scratched on the typewriter and did not know anyone by that

DAVID GREENGLASS was also interviewed as to the name he was in- 
ctructed to use in the event he fled \to Mexico City. DAVID GREENGLASS was 
unable to recall with any exactness ~~ Ὁ the name was, but had the vague 
reoollection that it was "J. ROBINSON He stated that he was certain that 
his ginstruotions were that on arrival 4t Mexico City he was to write to the 
"segretary to the Ambassador of the Soviet Union”. DAVID GREENGLAS&, was 


«πον 019 to remember the exact message he was to convey in that letter. 
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DAVID GREENGLASS also stated that in his only contact with HARRY 
GOLD in June, 1945, in Albuquerque, New Mexico, he did not give HARRY GOLD 
any phone number in New York City where HARRY GOLD could later reach hime 
DAVID GREENGLASS stated he does not recall making any arrangements for 
GOLD to contact him in New York City. 


DAVID GREENGLASS also stated that he informed the Grand Jury of 
the Southern District of New York that 30% of the personnel at Los Alamos, 
Tew Mexico (while GREENGLASS was employed there) were leftists. It may be

MEYER SUSSHAN|, Apartment 59, 50 Ansterdam Avenu., lew fork City, 
was interviewed on Sepkenber 8, 1950 by SA DANIFL Fe. O'CONNOR and tne Writer, 
at which time he δ} δ] as follows: 


He attended CCNY Night Sehool in 1937-1938 and took courses in reneral 
philosophy and psychology. These courses were given at the Konroe High schoo) 
in Brocklyn. SUSSMAN therefore was not in contact mith any of the CCNY en- 
gineering students and did not meet JULIUS ROCERBIG, 


In 1941, SUSSMAN secured employment in a civilian capacity with the 
U. S. Signel Corps at Covernors Island and as his first assignment wes sent 
to Me Cord Field, near Tacoma, Washington. The climate on the Yest Coast 
did not agree with him and he therefore returned to New York City in acout 1943. 
In April, 193, he was assigned as a civilian inspector by the Signal Corps 
to the Jefferson Travis Radio Corporation on end Avenue, New York City. The 
Signal Corpe Inspector - Engineer in charge at that plant was JULLUS KOS eNBERG. 
ROSENBERG was a friendly person and SUSGVAN and the other Giynal Corps employees 
liked him. However, the relationship was a business one and SUS) AN and 
ROSENBERG dic: not have any contact after business hours. GULSIAN ard the other 
omployees probably went to lunch with ROSLMBLAG on several occasions and 
CUSSMAN recalled having seen ETI! ROSENBERG at the plant on one occasion. 


SUSSMAN left the Jefferson Travis Radio Corporation in September, 1943 
and entered the U. &. Army, where he was assigned to the Air Foree. During 
the time that SUSOSYAN was at the Jefferson Travis Radio Corporation, there 
were two Sisnal Corps jobsa. The first was a trancmitter and receiver in one 

it which was very poorly designed. om 'S knowled;re, none of these

SUSSMAN served in the U. S. Army until February 28, 1946. He 
Teceived his basic training in Florida and thereafter served at Kearns, 
Utah; Colorado Springs, Coloradoy Galveston, Texas; Pyote, Texas and UcCook, 
Nebraska. 


SUSSYAN does not recall that he was in contact during the period of 
his (SUSSMAN'S) Army service with ROSENYERG; however, he stated that it was 
possible that he nay have sent a postcard to ROSEN-ERG as well as to other 
employees at the Jefferson Travis Radio Corporation. After his disci.arge 


from theAmy, SUSSYAN returned to New York City and after a short rest, 


secured employment at the Newark Airport, where he was engaged in preparing 
Army planes for storage. Subsequently he and several other fellows organized 
AIR FREIGHT, INC. at the Newark Airport, out after six or seven months, this 
corpa ation went out of business. 


DAVID ALTBRUCH, the Vice-President of AIR FREIGHT, INC., SUSOMAN, 
DAVID FLANAGAN and RICHARD BURKE then formed the SUSS<HALL IMPORTING & 
EXPORTING COMPANY. FLANAGAN and BURKE were supposed to travel around the 
country looking for customers wio wanted scarce mterials. ALTBNUCH and 
SUSSMAN were then supposed to find the materials. The company was only 


Δῃ existance for several months, no deals were ever consummated and the 


company did not obtain an export license. However, ALTBRUCH and SUS! AN 
did spend considereble effort to locate sca'ce materials, such as radio 
parts, hardware ami so forth. 


In so doing, they contacted every person they knew who migot help 
them. SUSSMAN telephoned ROSENBERG'S home atl was referred by “re. ROSENBERG 
to the office of the G & R ENGINEERING COMPANY. finally after repeated 
efforts, SUSSMAN was able to Contact ROS#NBERG telephonically at his place of 
business. RUSFNBERG said that he could not obtain radio parts, but that he 
could be of assistance if SUS-MAN wanted machinery. SUSSMAN pointed out that 
it just happened that an exporter (name not recalled), located in the broad- 
fay-Viall Street area of New York City, had asked the SUSS=HALL COMPANY to 
obtain a list of machinery that they could get. SUSSMAN therefore went to 
the offices of the ἢ ἃ R ENGINEZRING COMPANY and spoke to ROSTNBERG, who 

feated that he could get machinery from the surplus warehouses, SUSSAN 
ecalled that someone had also asked the SUSS<I!AILL COMPANY to obtgin sone 
twill cloth and that ROSENBERG had indicated that he might be able to obtain 
some of that material for the SUSS=HALL COMPANY. SUSSMAN only visited 
ROSENBERG on this one occasion ard nothin; came of the mgotiations for the 


machinery or the twill cloth, although SUSCVAN believes ROGENBLLG did submit

A photogrph of JULIUS ROSENBERG was exhibited to SUSSNAN and he 
readily identified it. A photograph of DAVID GREENGLASS was exhibited to

SUSSMAN stated that ROSENBERG never approached him to enva,s in 
any espionaye or obtain eny information for him. WS.#AN stated ὕλας he 
had no knowledge of ROSENBERG'S employment from 193 to 1946 and did not 
know that ROSENBERG had been employed by the U. S. Signal Corps at the 
RZEROON RADIO Comrany. He vaguely recalled that ROSENBERG hed indi cated
